Sin: The undersigned, importers, 
refiners and brokers of raw sugar, re- 
specttully call the attention of the 
Sectetary of the Treasury to the great 
injustice to them of importing free of 
duty into San Francisco and other 
“he sugars from the Sandwich 

land which are entirely different in 
quality from that contemplated and 
clearly specified in the Hawaiian 
Island treaty. The effect of this un- 
lawful importing into San Francisco 
bas been to greatly stimulate the pro- 
duction of sugar in the Sandwich 
Islands, until it has reached an extent 
making it necessary to find other 
United States markets, and already 
cargoes have been imported inte New 
York, which we are informed the New 
York appraisers have pronounced as 
liable to duty as not coming within 
the stipulations of the treaty; but it 
is now announced in the press that 
this is a question of fact which has 
been referred to the Collector of San 
Francisco, against whith: course we 
respectfully protest, as it is well

« WESTERN TELECRAMS. 
SHOOTING AT CUREKA . 


James E. Anderson Fatally Wounded 

By George J. Reek—Bad Blood. 

Eureka, Nov. 8 

A fatal shooting occurred here about 
4 o'clock this afternoon, on Main 
street, between James E. Anderson, 
editor ot the Eureka Evening Leader, 
a Republican newspaper, and George 
J. Reek, Republican candidate for 
County Superintendent of Public 
Schools. Anderson was shot through 
the bladder and lower bowels, the bul- 
let entering on the right side in the 
pit of the stomach and ranging down- 
ward. Keek was not hit. Anderson 
is reported to be in a dying condition. 
The affair caused a very lively sensa- 
tion, Reek, after emptying his six 
shooter, running away up the street, 
and Anderson pursuing and trying to 
fire a third time at him, but desisting 
on account of the crowded: conditie : 
of the street; or because the hammer 
of his pistol ont opt of gear. The 
cause of the trouble ‘was 4 quarrel in 
regard to polifics. The stories as to 
who fired the first shot are conflicting, 
and cannot be ‘Teconciled. 5 

Eonxxà, Nov. 4. 

The Leader charged Reek with sup- 
porting Kayé. Reek came out in a 
card in the Sentinel, denouncing An- 
derson as a liar, cur, infamous wretch, 
etc. When they met on the street 
firiog commenced. There are con- 
flicting roports as to who fired the first 
shot. Reek fired four at Anderson. 
One ball has been extracted from An- 


derson, who has a chance for recovery. 


EoreEka, Nov. 4. 

The following facts have been de- 
veloped in the Anderson-Reek shoot- 
ing scrape. As to who fired the first 
shot testimony is divided and directly 

opposed. The most of the firing was 
— with Thomas Dale between the 
two parties. There isa change in An- 
derson's condition for the better to- 
day. The ball which passed nearly 
through him, entering at the pit of 
the stomach, has been cut out 
near the rectum. This morning the 
doctors in consultatien thought that 
the bowels have not been pierced and 
that the ball passed only through the 
throat of the bladder. The wound is 
extremely serious, however, and the 
patient’s chances ot recovery are looked 
upon as one inathousand. The affair 
has created a profound sensation. The 
wife of Anderson has been driven al- 
most wild by the shock, and is in 
imminent danger of her life, lying 
as if paralyzed without being able to 
move hand or foot. The wiie of 
Reek, who has been confined to jail, 
bail being denied, is also extremely 
ill. The cause of the trouble which 
culminated yesterday in the shooting 
goes back some two years, and is of 
a personal nature. The immediate 
cause is charges in Anderson's paper 
of treachery to his party by Reek 
Several articles ef that sort pub- 
lished in the Leader elicited the fol- 
lowing card from Reek, published in 
the Eureka Sentinel: 

“In reply to that unhung scoundrel! 
and liar, J. E. Anderson, who accuses 
me of supporting Mr. Kaye, I have 
only to say that the infamous wretch 
knew he lied when he printed that 
article. Furthermore, he has boasted 
that he would do all in his power to 
injure me because I happened to an- 
nounce myself in the Sentinel and 
Ruby Hill paper before announcing 
myself in the Leader. He even 
refused to announce me in the 
Leader until compelled to do 80 
by those whe controlled the paper. 
I say most emphatically that I 
have not in any way given Mr. Kaye 
any support, nor do [I intend to. 
did say I could not make a personal 
fight for Mr. Young, because I had a 
hard fight to make for myself, more 
especially with the Ishmaclite, liar 
and scoundrel to seize upon any p- 
portunity to injure me as he has 
threatened. The vile, slimy, lyiog 
wietch wants another dose of mahog- 
any club, and no doubt he will soon 
get it, and when he does get it, cur- 
like, as in the Penrose instance, he 
will fawn upon and. lick the hand that 
smites him. Signed: G. J. Reex.’, 

When they met, firing began. Ina 
minute all was over, seven shots being 
fired, two by Anderson and five by 
Reek. Public sentiment is divided as 
to the culpability of the parties which 
only a judicial W can de- 
termine.
